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A review of the general indices to the FBI central 
records system at Houston, Texas, revealed no reference to any 
prior investigation being conducted relative to a violation of 
the civil rights of captioned victim. No reference was located 
regarding the captioned subjects. 

This investigation has disclosed that the allegations 
and injuries of the victim are not of a serious or substantial 
nature and that the victim did not seek medical attention; there¬ 
fore, the SAC of the- Houston FBI Office recommends that no further 
investigation concerning this matter is necessary. 

The office of the United States Attorney at Houston has 
previously advised that it desires to receive written reports 
relative to investigation conducted in Civil Rights cases prior 
to rendering an opinion regarding the merits of the case. This 
matter is accordingly considered submitted for that purpose, and 
no further investigation is contemplated unless requested by the 
U.S. Attorney or the Civil Rights Division, U.S. Department of 
Justice.
